"Americans have found tliat it 


is unsafe for them to take their 
liberties for granted. In the cen- 
tury and a half since the Bill of 
Rights was adopted it was inevit- 
able that movements and groups 
should arise in our nation which 
would seek to shatter its national 
unity and to impose their will 
upon the freedom of others. Every 
one of the guarantees in the Bill 
of Rights has been brought in- 
to jeopardy at one time or anoth- 
er. While those who framed the 
Bill of Bights probably felt that 
the greatest dangers to freedom 
would come from Congress and 
the National 
Government, our 


historical experience has shown 
that these do not represent the 
only or even the chief threats, 
There have been similar dangers 
from state governments, from the 
propaganda of foreign governments 
and from 
groups without our 


own population*; . . 


"The Bill of Rights is not only 


a form of insurance for the in- 
dividual. There 
are numerous 


groups of people in the country 
for whom it represents the very 
breath of existence. 'This is true 
of all the religious 
minorities, 


Who owe their freedom of faith 


., the Bill , of, ,Highls..^,.rv.,, ..... ;- 
"This is ...true also of all who 


are engaged in newspaper work, 
cither as owners or editors or 
writers; all who are engaged in 
publishing; all who depend for 
their livelihood on the chance to 
exercise their art upon the radio 
and in the motion pictures. With- 
out these guarantees of freedom 


IjL of . speech, their arts and indus- 
v tries would , become a mockery of 


the creative impulse that gives 
them meaning today. 


"It is true of all of those en- 


gaged in teaching or in writing. 
Without freedom of thought their 
thinking would shrivel up. With- 
out, freedom of speech they would 
ultimately have nothing to say. 


"This is true of all who find 


meaning and strength in forums, 
groups and club meetings, and un- 
ion meetings. Without 'The right 
of the people peaceably to ass- 
semble', these could have no ex- 
istence. 


"This is true of all trade-union 


groups. Without the right of as- 
sembly and petition, they could 
not seek to improve their living 
standards and working conditions. 
"This is true of every minority 
political party. Without a guaran- 
tee of freedom of opposition, we 
should have as other countries 
linvc toduy; a one-party state, in 
which diverse political views were 
suppressed,, and the .right of po- 
litical criticism ceased to exist."

Jap Worships Flee 
at First Encounter 
With United 
States Fleet 


WASHINGTON (IP)— The War De- 


partment announced Friday that the 
Japanese were attacking the Philip- 
pine island of Luzon from several 
directions on the east as well as 
the west coast. 


In the communique the department 


said Lt. Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
reported enemy concentrations at Leg- 
aspi and off the west coast of Zam- 
bales. 


Legaspi is a major Philippine port 


on the Pacific side of the islands 
about.220 miles from Manila. Zam- 
bales is the peninsula northwest of 
Manila, extending southward toward 
the corridor which guards the en- 
trance to Manila Bay. 


The communique said:

Enemy concentrations 
were reported at Legaspi and off the 
west coast of Zambales.

MANIEA — (/!>)— Large numbers of 
Japanese planes attacked the Philip- 
pines Friday morning and eleven were 
shot down the Far .East command an- 
nounced Friday. 


The U. S, Army spokesman an- 


nounced that one attack centered on 
the Batangas Province, directly south 
of Manila on Luzon. 


Earlier it was announced that Olon- 


gapo, 50 miles west of'Manila and lo- 
cation of a naval base, and Clark 
field, north of Manila, were attacked 
by Japanese planes. 


MANILA — (ff>)— Japanese warships 


fled from American surface ships 
in tho first encounter of the two 
fleets since the war began and dark- 
ness prevented the Americans from 
renewing the action, it was reported 
Friday as Japan hurled fresh land 
and nir attacks on the Philippines. 


Admiral Thomas C. Hart, command- 


er-in-chief of the U. S. Asiatic fleet 
said ships from his command have 
had only one encounter with Jap- 
anese warships but asserted that end- 
ed without result. The size of either 
fleet was not staled!

Friday in south Luzon while in naval 
operation around the Philippines the 
Japanese navy lias lost a mine sweep- 
er and suffered damage to a light 
cruiser and another mine sweeper, im- 
perial headquarters announced.

Outstanding Mark of True Christian 
Is Spirit of Chsrhy and Giving 
Text: n Corinthians 8:1-9; 9:G, 7.

Editor of Advance 
Jesus said, "It is more blessed to 


give than to receive." Giving has 
been from the beginning a very im- 
portant part of the Christian religion. 
It began before the days of large 
"funds" and before there were or- 
ganized churches and great benevo- 
lent societies to support, but the 
source and motive of Christian giv- 
ing are the same in every age. 


Among tile early disciples then 


were many who were poor, and thL 
was particularly true of Christians in 
Jerusalem. Apparently Christians 11 
cities outside Palestine were mucl 
more prosperous. These Christians pro- 
bably had moved to outlying parts 
because there were better opportunit- 
ies of trade. Paul, we know, workec 
at his trade as tentmaker, and from 
the measure of education and culture 
that Paul had, it would appear tha 
his parents in Tarsus were among 
the well-to-do. 


Probably nothing did more to bind 


(hose early Christians into a unitec 
group than this manifestation of mu- 
tual thoughtfulness 
and 
Christian 


love. It. was the germ of all that rich 
benevolence which has characterizec 
the Christian church throughout the 
centuries. With all the criticism that 
can be brought against the church 
the one outstanding thing is that the 
spirit of Christian charity was much 
more evidenced in Christian circles 
than anywhere else. 


The abbeys and monasteries were 


often centers of ministration and help 
The great Orders of the Church, in 
their original work at least, had much 
to do with the ministering of relief 
In our modern world the charitable 
and benevolent 
agencies 
that 
the 


church and the Christian spirit or- 
iginally fostered have in many res- 
pects outgrown the church. But the 
secular nature and work of many of 
these organizations should not blind 
us to their original source and mo- 
tive power. These things would never 
have been except in a Christian world 


With the growth of the church and 


its kindred organizations, the prac- 
tice of Christian giving has also grown 
and at present there is wide-spread 
emphasis upon the fact of Christian 
stewardship. This means emphasis up- 
on the Christian teaching that all 
one has belongs to God, and that 
-he Christian is a steward, responsible 
or what is in his possession or under 
his control.

I am sure you have considered the 


president's message to the nation and 
wondered how you, as a citizen of the 
greatest government on earth, could 
do the most to help the cause. You 
will recall that the president did not 
mince words. He stated 'facts. He 
spoke of bad news and the certain- 
ty of more bad news that we must 
accept as part of the fortunes of war. 
He detailed evidence that we faced 
a ruthless and cunning enemy. 


However, what he said means you 


and me and every 
individual on 


this job. He said, "Balanced against 
the ruthlcssness of our enemy is the 
power of a united people which will 
not be satisfied with anything short 
of a complete victory.
